Cynthia Lannoy said her sons 
began experiencing flu-like sysmp- 
toms — vomiting, diarrhea, cough- 
ing and fever — about three weeks 
ago. She said she took the boys to 
three doctors, all of whom believed 
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the boys had the flu. 

When Aric told his mother he 
had trouble breathing Nov. 2, she 
took the boys to the emergency 
room of Blackford County Hospital 
and then to Ball Memorial Hospital 
in Muncie, she said. 

From there, the boys were then 
taken by helicopter to Methodist 
Hospital in Indianapo 

At first, doctors inh the boys 
had histoplasmosis, but later diag- 
nosed them to have aspergillosis, 

Cynthia Lannoy said. 

Thomas Lannoy died Sunday. 
“They didn’t know how severe 
' the damage was until after Thomas 
had died and they did an autopsy 
on him,” Cynthia Lannoy said. 
Efforts to save Aric with an anti- 
inflammatory drug similar to 
chemotherapy failed, she said. 
Aric died Thursday, the same 
day his brother was buried. 
“Tt’s hard,” Cynthia Lannoy said. 
“We're doing the best we can.’
